Your readers might be interested to know 
that a White House Conference on Popula- 
tion “to bring together religious, medical, and 
other concerned leaders to work out mutually 
acceptable action programs” was urged in a 
recent letter to President Johnson from a New 
Jersey Friends (Quaker) meeting. Copies 
of the letter are now being sent to every 
Quaker meeting in the country. 

The Somerset Hills, N.J., meeting letter be- 
gins, “We as Friends welcome your State of 
the Union Message statement ‘I will seek new 
ways to use our knowledge to help deal with 
the explosion of world population . . . We 
are concerned that every person born should 
flourish in family love, able fully to realize 
divine potential. We are concerned over the 
social sufferings, urban unrest and dangers to 
peace that result from geometrically increas- 
ing populations. We are concerned that out- 
of-control population increases shall not erode 
the natural beauty, the space, and the free- 
doms which belong by right to future genera- 
tions. 

The letter urges also the appointment of a 
Population Study Committee “to assess needs 
and resources here and abroad and to make 
recommendations” as a preliminary to the 
suggested White House Conference on Popu- 
lation.

McNamara gets about 40 letters a day from 
the public. A letter to McNamara would be 
a far higher percentage of his letters than one 
to LBJ. But, perhaps, a letter to the deputy 
secretary of defense would be 100 percent of 
his letters that day, exclusive of routine busi- 
ness letters. There are also the State Depart- 
ment and White House staffs to be contacted.

He cannot be unaware of the 
fact that “law systems” means the trap- 
pings of government, the instruments of 
law and order—and that on the inter- 
national level, the level at which the 
existence of mankind is now threatened, 
an adequate law system means world 
government, government adequate to pre- 
vent the outbreak of world war. Perhaps 
such obvious facts can be seen best by 
the legal illiterate. They are not blinded 
by legal legerdemain. 

Government provides the means for 
safeguarding the sovereignty of the per- 
son, the sovereignty that lack of govern- 
ment, namely anarchy, destroys. Lack of 
government on the international level, 
that is, international anarchy, as in the 
world of today, means that each state 
must fend for itself as animals do in the 
jungle—each must try to make itself 
stronger by defense than all others. So 
we have reached the madness of the pres- 
ent world where, under the spell of what 
Aldous Huxley calls the theology of na- 
tionalism, men threaten each other in 
groups with the most advanced instru- 
ments of scientific murder. Isn’t it about 
time that simple human beings, motivated 
only by simple desire to live and to see 
their families survive, assert themselves?
